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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

-Delete the last two lines of claim 4 and edit line 12 of claim 4 to recite " wherein 
the thickness of the recording film is equal to or greater than 6 nm, and equal to or 
smaller than 13 nm". 

-Delete the last two lines of claim 9 and edit line 17 of claim 9 to recite, "wherein 
the thickness of the recording film is equal to or greater than 6 nm and equal to or 
smaller than 13 nm." 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims recite a dual layer recording medium wherein the recording layers have a 
specific Ge-ln-Sb-Te composition and wherein the thickness of both recording layers is 
in the range of 6 nm to 13 nm. Applicant's table 4 shows good C/N ratios and erasing 
rates for t recording layers having this specific Ge-ln-Sb-Te composition thickness. 
Recording layers outside of this range give noticeably worse results. Seo et al. 
discloses thin films having the composition taught by applicant. These 1 00 nm thin 
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films are disclosed as giving good C/N ratios. Rijipers et al. discloses a dual layer 
recording medium having and Sb-Te- rich Ge-ln-Sb-Te- type recording layers formed to 
have a thickness in the range of 3 to 25 nm for the first recording layer and 3 to 50 for 
the second recording layer. A criticality is established with respect to the erasing rate 
and the C/N ratio in this range. The criticality of this range is not recognized in the prior 
art.
